AN EXHAUSTIVE CANVASS

Made by a New York Newspaper—It Qlaims
to Be Impartial and to Have No Candl-
date—The Western Siates Not to Be
Neglected in the Canvass Yet Remain-

NEwW YORE, Nov. 6.—Ths New York
Herald sums up the exbaustive eanvass of
the political situation throughout the counn-
try:

The husband was srrested,

THE LAW LAID DOW

To Deputy United States Mar
shals Who Will Serve at
New York Polls,

NOTHING OBSCURE IN IT.

Their Duties Forbid Them {o Act as
Partisans, and They Are

NOT OBLIGED T0 ENTER BOOTHS

Acting Aftorney Gemeral Aldrich Antici=
pates No Friction.

MODIFIED ORDEES FROM EOTH SIDES

New Yorx, Nov. G—United States
Marshal John W, Jacobus was a busy man
to-dsy. He summoned before him the chief
deputy marsbals whom he has appointed
for each Assembly district, and these he
had closeted with bim for an hour in one of
the court rooms of the Federal building.
Before dismissing them, copies of his final
instractions were handed to his deputies,
as follows:

“Certain evil-disposed persons are em-
ploying by published proclamations and
secret circulars to deceive the publicas to
the duties of the United States Marshals on
election day. ‘The evident purposs of
thess persons is to excite the turbulent
to riot and disorder, and to lead even fair-
minded, honest citizens to refrain from giv-
ing that support to the officers of the
United States Goverment which the su-
preme law of the laad demands from
them."*

Then follows a definitien of the legal
status of whe deputies and this admonition:

Closing Urders to the Deputies.

““Each of yon will remember that he is
an officer of the Government of the United
States of America You are not toact as
partisans, and sside from casting your votes
as your individuoal preferences may di
you are not to be the agents or instruments
of any political party. You are to proteet,
however, supported =as you sre by
ail power of the national (Government,
svery lawfl voter within your ot in
the exercise of his sovereign righs of fran-
chise, Youare to permit no evil-disposed
werson to interfere with sr inserrupt the
discharge of vour duties. You are to af
with prudence, forbearance and modera-
tion, bat also without fear or favor. Yom
